RIGHT IS HAMMERED

London, Sept. 30. 3 55 p.m.—The re-1 
port that tlie 1885. 1886 and 1888 classes 
of Italian reservists would be called 
to the colors early in October has been 
confirmed by several Italian new«- 
papers, according to the correspondent 
of the London Daily Mall at Venice. 

Kleven first category classes will then 
be under the flag and wlli total 1.390.000 
men. Without counting the 80.000 men 
now in Tripoli, Italy will have an army 
of 1,310.000 men In her territory, divided 
into 30 army corps. 

The correspondent says that Austrian ; 
troops are still throwing up defence;

Lemberg. Galicia, declare that all the 
prominent Austrian provincial and city 
officials, together with the judges, the 
archbishops of all the churches and the 
rabbis, attended the establishment of 
Russian civil government over Eastern 
Galicia and the assumption of office of 
governor-general by Count Bobrinsky. 

M. Rutovsky, mayor of Lemberg. In¬ 
formally surrendered the government, 
speaking in Polish. He continued: 
“Not without our co-operation have the 
Austro-Hungarian troops left Lemberg 
without firing a shot.

London. Sept. 30.—Tn a dispatch from 
Ttomo, the correspondent of the Cen¬ 
tral Nows says the Russian ambas¬ 
sador announces that an Austrian 
army, fleeing before the Russians, has 
been surrounded near Douklo. and that 
its defeat is complete. 

All the food, ammunition and war 
material, which was being conveyed 
back to Austria, has fallen into Rus¬ 
sian hands. The capture includes 500 
military automobiles. 

A dispatch from Cettlnje to Reuter’s 
Telegram company says that the Mon¬ 
tenegrins on Monday occupied all of 
the enemy’s entrenchments around 
Qoraada, twenty-nine miles southeast 
of Sarajevo, and pursued the Aus¬ 
trians. who took flight. 


Antwerp, Sept. 30, by London, 4 p. 
m.—An official statement issued by the 
Belgian general staff to-day says; 

“A vigorous German bombardment 
of Forts Woelhem, Waevre and St. 
Catherines, which was continued 
throughout the night, abated at 8 
o'clock this morning. 

“The assailants did not succeed In 
silencing the guns of .the Belgian forts, 
nor in any way lowering the morale of 
the garrisons of the forts. 

“At no point did the German in¬ 
fantry dare to move against our first 
lines of defence. Only one attempt 
was directed against Forts Ltezelc and 
Bresdonk. Our troops, holding posi¬ 
tions between these works, allowed the 
enemy to advance until they were 
within dose range, when the artillery 
and infantry, working in a remarkable 
combination, showered the attacking 
column with a hall of projectiles and 
bullets, which threw their ranks into 
disorder and compelled a hasty retreat.

If that sum were cut in 
half the saving would be equivalent 
to the interest on approximately $5,- 
(HI 0 , 000 , 000 . at least three times the cost 
ot n war lasting a year. (»f course, the 
dislocation of business and other dis¬ 
tressing consequences of an outbreak 
such as that which has horrified the 
world make the aggregate outlay much 
higher than the figures wo have quot¬ 
ed. but we believe the financial bene¬ 
fits to be derived from the destruction 
of Prussianism will more than com¬ 
pensate both Great Britain and France 
as nations ami their capitalists as in¬ 
vestors for the cost of -the process, en¬ 
ormous though it may be. This is 
apart, altogether from the indemnities 
that will be exacted from the conquer¬ 
ed powers.

Unquestionably 
the German right wing is giving way 
in spite of the desperation with which 
it is fighting. We may assume safely 
that the allies’ turning movement has 
gone much farther than any of the 
reports have indicated, and the official 
announcement that it is developing 
rapidly is strikingly significant. This 
can mean nothing less than that the 
German right is being bent backwards 
towards the east, and that if the pro¬ 
cess is continued it will be thrown 
upon the armies of von Buelow, von 
Ilauscn and the Prince of Wurtenberg 
which form the German centre. 

Meanwhile the Germans have been 
endeavoring to break through the angle 
formed by the allies, left with their 
nifiin front along the Aisne. This is 
the region at the junction of 
the Oise and Aisne and the Ger¬ 
mans in tiying to force their way- 
through are adopting a course dictat¬ 
ed by sheer desperation. Only through 
a miracle can they escape from the 
trap in any other way. The attempt 
to divert the pressure from the Ger¬ 
man right by attacking the French 
line between Rheims and the Argonne 
and between Verdun and Toul seems 
to have failed. In the first region the 
French in a counter attack have gain¬ 
ed ground while it is reported that 
they have reached a pednt east of St. 
Mihiel on the Meuse. This can mean 
nothing else than that either the Ger¬ 
man army which captured St. Mihiel 
has been driven bock towards Lor¬ 
raine or that the French forces which 
advanced northward from Toul have 
cut off its retreat. 

Military experts believe that the ob¬ 
ject of the French operations is not 
only to drive the Germans from France 
but to so outmanoeuvre them in doing 
it as to destroy a large portion of their 
armies. Should the German right 
wing give way and the allies continue 
to bend it towards the cast escape on 
the line of Sambre will be difficult for 
more than a small proportion of the 
invading host, the main body of which 
will be driven towards the narrow 
passes of the Ardennes, where it would 
be captured or annihilated. Should the i 
allies succeed In this marvellous, 
strategical operation and at the same 
time entrap a part of the army of Lor¬ 
raine between the Meuse and its base 
Germany’s military might in the west 
will become as negligible as that of 
Austria in Galicia. 

The Germans are making desperate 
efforts to send reinforcements from 
Belgium, but they dare not detach more 
than a relatively small part of their 
army of occupation for fear of a rear 
attack by the Belgians from Antwerp. 
Therefore they are endeavoring to Invest 
the Belgian city so that King Albert’s 
troops may be rendered innocuous. The 
latter, however, by making frequent 
sallies are keeping strong German 
forces from moving southward. At the 
same time the Germans are fortifying 
the Sambre evidently in expectation of 
an attack from the north and west by 
another expeditionary force from Brit¬ 
ain.

considering a prize scheme for the 
cultivation of lots. 

The problem which has hitherto af¬ 
fected the providing of suitable lots 
for the various applicants—that of 
^ finding lands meeting the desires of 
the applicants and near their homes— 
was discussed.

The condition of the Colquitz river 
was drawn to the attention of the 
works committee of the Saanich coun¬ 
cil last evening by the provincial board 
of health.

A fallen tree, w-hich, with an ( 
adjacent boulder, has collected debris 
and formed a natural dam, can be re¬ 
moved and some of the turns can be 
straightened by the diversion of the 
water into a new channel. The coun¬ 
cilors decided to obtain an opinion on 
the matter from the engineer.

One nf the largest gatherings whU'h, 
marked the sittings of the British as¬ 
sociation meeting In Sydney was pres¬ 
ent to hear Sir Dougins Mawson open j 
.i discussion on "Past and Present Re- | 
I at ions of Antarctla in their Biological 
.ind Geographical Aspect 

Sir Douglas, whose reception was of 
a particularly hearty character, illus¬ 
trated his lecture by means of a num¬ 
ber of capital lantern slides depicting i 
jMHwul, bird, and fish life in Antarc¬ 
tica, fantastic formations of ice, moun¬ 
tains of falling ice. and the most In¬ 
teresting features of Macquarie Island. 
Other slides were In color photogra¬ 
phy and showed polar life with Its 
natural colorings. 

The South Pole having been reached. 
Sir Douglas said he trusted the future 
alms of Antarctic explorers would he 
more in the nature of scientific in¬ 
quiry. The land which was contiguous 
to the pole rose abruptly, he said, from 
the sea level until It reached a consid¬ 
erable height. This high land was cov¬ 
ered 1>y a thick icecap. The work of 
mapping was continued by his party 
and' by piecing the results of previous 
expeditions a fair knowledge of the 
contour of the continent had been 
gained. When in these regions It was 
not a difficult matter to commit errors 
of latitude. The Wilkes expedition 
mistook packed ice for land, owing to 
the mirage effects, and all lands other 
than Adelle land, as marked on Wilkes’ 
cbffrtw^M«ere doubtful in point of strict 
accuracy, vdn Adelle Land he and his 
coynpanlonsA^ neountered worse condi¬ 
tions than anywhere else. Winds whoso 
velocities totalled 116 miles an hour 
lowered everything before them. On 
the other hand. Sir Ernest Shaekleton. 
the English explorer, experienced 
winds- tlie velocities of which only 
twice ci|ualled the minimum velocities 
of those faced by the Mawson party.
